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Methodist Cabinet 
Calls for Leadership 


The North Georgia Methodist Cabi- 
net, composed of Bishop Arthur Moore 
and 10 administrative superintendents, 
Saturday released a statement calling 
upon the Legislature and the governor to 
provide the necessary “positive leader- 
ship” which will resolve the segregation 
issue “‘so as to keep our schools open.” 


The statement called attention to a 
declaration by the North Georgia Annual 
Conference of the Methodist Church last 
June which said, “Our public school sys- 
tem is an essential part of our democratic 
society and we are convinced that our 
schools should be kept open.” 


The declaration pointed out that “as 
administrative superintendents of our 
denomination, we travel constantly in the 
towns, villages and rural areas of north 
Georgia...” 

As a result, the cabinet said it is “con- 
vinced our people expect those in gov- 
ernmental authority to meet this issue 
with calm and reasoned objectivity. 


“This, we believe, coupled with cou- 
rageous and diligent effort,” the cabinet 
said, “would result in the preservation of 
our public school system and in increased 
reverence for law.” 


This is an important statement. It 
comes not from extremists but from mod- 
erate men who know the greater meaning 
of the issues and who are aware of what 
a spiritual as well as material disaster 
would result from any closing of schools. 
The pupil placement law would prevent 
any overwhelming of schools. It would, 
because of the facts of the past insofar as 
quality of education is concerned, main- 
tain for years what would amount only 
to token desegregation. 

As the church leaders properly have 
said, this is a time for responsible lead- 
ership. 

The state’s future requires that more 
and more persons speak out in behalf of 
public education. 
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State Hospital Patients 
Are Given New Hope 


The intensive treatment program re- 
cently launched by Dr. Irville MacKin- 
non at the Milledgeville State Hospital 
already is paying off. 

A number of the 140 patients receiv- 
ing therapy under the new program are 
on the road to recovery. A former Naval 
officer now on furlough from the institu- 
tion serves as an example of results be- 
ing obtained. 

Such progress more than justifies 
construction of a 500-bed building staffed 
by 24 psychiatrists which Dr. MacKinnon 
says the state administration has assured. 
Long-range plans call for further expan- 
sion of the program. : 

It stands to reason that over a period 
of years thousands of patients who other- 
wise would be confined to mental wards 
for the remainder of their lives will be 
returned to society as sane and will be 
contributors to the state’s economy rather 
than an expense to the taxpayers. 

Dr. MacKinnon estimates that 8 of 
every 10 patients who qualify for inten- 
sive treatment and receive it should be 
able to go home within a year. 

Such results represent a far cry from 
the former situation in which commit- 
ment to the State hospital in most cases 
amounted to a life sentence there. The 
speed with which such horrors can be 
corrected depends to a very large extent 
upon how rapidly the intensive treatment 
program and other improvements in the 
care of patients are expanded. 


Those Early Primaries 


Shouldn’t Be Necessary 


Numerous Georgia counties and cities 
are holding primaries this month and next 
for local and state offices. It points up 
again the matter of early primaries many 
months before the regular state pri- 
mary and general election which follows. 

While charter provisions of some cities 
may set the date of holding elections, the 
matter of early primaries in counties still 
is open to criticism. In addition to the cost 
of holding two such primaries, motives of 
politicians in desiring early elections are 
always suspect. 

At any rate, reaction of voters in vari- 
ous parts of the state are interesting to 
note. For instance, at Folkston recently an 
election was held to choose four mem- 
bers of city council. The candidates were 
unopposed. A total of six persons voted. If 
they included the candidates themselves, 
there’s precious little interest in city gov- 
ernment in that community. 

In contrast to this is a report from 
Sylvester. The mayor was reelected for 
the eighth consecutive time and three 
councilmen were chosen. This was.a lively 
contest in which 89 per cent of the quali- 
fied voters went to the polls on election 
day. It is interesting to note also that 90 


ad 


per cent of the people eligible to vote in 
Sylvester are registered as voters. 

Another report comes from Ludowici, 
the town with the famous traffic light. 
Here an administration was returned to 
office without opposition but with 
charges from the Ludowici Good Govern- 
ment League that the election was car- 
ried out in semisecrecy in order to put 
certain officials back in control. 

All this illustrates again the impor- 
tance of elections in our democratic so- 
ciety and the fact that the people them- 
selves must be concerned unless they are 
to go by default.

Another Incident Mars 
Buford Prison Record 


More than 30 convicts at the Rock 
Quarry Prison, where the more dangerous 
and incorrigible prisoners are confined, 
have gashed their arms against steel 
benches in their cells as a protest against 
solitary confinement. 

This is one of a long list of such inci- 
dents at the prison. Slashing of leg ten- 
dons has been the drama of protest in the 
past. 

In a second bit of news the wife of one 
of the inmates charges her husband was 
placed in a strait jacket and then beaten. 
She visited him later and saw, she says, 
stitches in his head and arm. 

First, let us say that these convicts are 
at the Buford Prison because their rec- 
ords in other prisons have been bad. They 
are screened and typed as the most dan- 
gerous and the most resistant to disci- 
pline. And there is no illusion about how 
dangerous and brutalized some of these 
men are after long years of prison life. 

But against that background is the 
unquestioned fact that much as Georgia’s 
prison methods have improved, they still 
leave much to be desired. If prison life 
is one of degredation and brutality then 
the product becomes an incorrigible and 
is accurately tagged “dangerous.” 

We are sure there is need for a special 
prison for such men. But the Buford pris- 
on seems to appear too frequently in the 
news. Something is wrong with the disci- 
pline, the methods and the direction. 

The issue seems to be whether the 
prison at Buford has a policy of strict 
discipline or one in which brutality is an 
accessory of that discipline. Georgia, so 
far as we know, has no training courses 
for its prison staffs and its guards have 
had no professional schooling in handling 
such prisoners. A staff upgrading is at 
least one of the needs. 
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Community Welcomes 


United A ppeal Decision 


The Atlanta Community Chest’s deci- 
sion to campaign again in a United Ap- 
peal with the Red Cross as partner is a 
tribute to courage, determination and 
good sense. 

Although Greater Atlanta has not 
made its $3,327,000 United Appeal quota, 
we are breathing right down at the goal 
line, with $3,215,700 reported and money 
still coming in. 

The 1959 joint campaign has raised 
44 per cent more than Community Chest 
raised alone last vear. The national av- 
erage for a united funds debut is 25 per 
cent over the previous year’s collection 
for Community Chest. 

In Greater Atlanta the 1959 contribu- 
tions were 14 per cent more than the 
combined Community Chest and Red 
Cross totals for October ’58 and March 
"59. 

So the first United Appeal is in effect 
victory for a practical program. We com- 
mend highly everyone who helped achieve 
that success. 

The gain will be the more greatly ap- 
preciated in March when the same volun- 
teer planners, the same publicists and the 
same crew of canvassers, generally speak- 
ing, will not be called upon once more to 
give hours and effort to a separate Red 
Cross drive. 

The Community Chest, more accurate- 
ly Metropolitan Atlanta Community 
Services, continues under fine leadership. 
Red Cross, too, has always been marked 
by the caliber of its command. 

Greater Atlanta sends its first team 
into these two vital activities. 

That the teams are to stay together in 
fund raising is a tribute to the direction 
and response in the first United Appeal.

When Joseph and Mary went down from 
Nazareth to Bethlehem that their names might 
be recorded according to requirement of Caesar 


any weapon at hand in a labor 
dispute. But far from hating the 
mine owners he actually loved 
them in his way. Or, more ex- 
actly, he never allowed his dif- 
ferences with them to blind him 
to a central fact. This was that the 
coal mines had to make money 
before his own people could make 
money. There never was a better 
coal salesman than old John L. 


Old John L. never tried to de- 
cide what really should be done 
about Afghanistan; he never 
wrote solemn manifestos about 
the real meaning of Indian neu- 
tralism. But he sure did try to 
decide what should be done about 
pay and working conditions in the 
coal pits. 

He never became a doctrinaire 
—except about coal mining. He 
never became a world-saver; the 
miners were enough of a job for 
him. But he became something 
else — a curiously irreplaceable 
man, this son of Welsh immi- 
grants. He became one of the 
only true aristocracy—those who 
don’t, for any reason, hit people 
who are smaller than themselves; 
those who, in demanding a high 
place for themselves, think of 
one thing above their own privi- 
lege—their responsibility to the 
people who depend upon them. 


Augustus, they were unable to secure lodging at the inn. St. Luke 
tells of Joseph's predicament in nine words which have mightily stirred 
the imagination and indignation of Christians through the centuries— 
‘There was no room for them in the inn.” 


I wonder if perhaps we have 
been too harsh on the innkeeper 
who turned the strangers from 
his door? I may, on the other 
hand, be too generous toward the 
innkeeper. He may well have been 
the rogue and scoundrel so often 
pictured in the popular imagina- 
tion. It could have been that he 
casually dismissed the weary 
travelers because they did not ap- 
pear to him to be the right kind 
of people. That practice continues 
to our day. 

Hospitality even nowadays is of- 
fered according to a guest's 
economic status or the color of his 
skin. Some hotel managers are 
snobbish. They solicit only ‘‘qual- 
ity’’ people. Joseph and Mary 
would hardly match such a re- 
quirement. 

Or it might have been that 
Mary's condition made the inn- 
keeper wonder if he himself 
should be able to claim a full 
night’s rest were he to welcome 
the couple into his establishment. 
“No children” is a sign which 
still appears on the doors of 
some rooming houses. 

There may have been other un- 
worthy motives which made the 
innkeeper reject these wayfarers 
from Galilee. But my own feeling 
is that he turned them from his 
door for the most obvious rea- 
son—his rooms were already full. 

I believe this innkeeper was

both good-hearted and ingenious. 
Unable to make room within his 
house, he thought of a likely place 
where warmth and some degree 
of comfort might be found. He 
suggested that Joseph find Mary 
a resting place in the stable. And 
it was there that our Lord was 
born. 


Perhaps the inhospitality of the 
innkeeper is understandable. Less 
understandable are the excuses 
which we make for crowding 
Jesus out of our lives and homes. 
Jesus was in His day and in our 
times, too, the stone which the 
builders reject. We, like our coun- 
terparts’ of 20 centuries ago, pray 
Him to depart from our com- 


munities (Mark 5:17). We, too, 
consider Him to be a stumbling 
block and His teachings to be 


foolishness. 

For many people Jesus is not 
even welcome on His birthday. 
Christmas is above all else a 
commemoration of the coming of 
eternal glory into the world of 
men. But some of us don’t want 
to be reminded that it is His 
coming which we celebrate. So 
we fashion for ourselves Christ- 
less Christmases in which by 
neither word or devotion do we 
identify ourselves with the disci- 
plines and requirements which 
His coming should impose upon 
the day of His nativity.

the nation. In a recent tour to Army, Navy, Air Force and Marine 
Corps basic training centers, this writer was told time and again by 
officers and noncoms of the training cadres that ‘‘we could do a bet- 


ter job if they woulda let us alone.” 


Interference, sometimes at the 
lowest echelons of command, is 
by parents. Congressmen, De- 
partment of Defense and other 
civil servants handicap the estab- 
lishment and maintenance of 
hard, tough military training ad- 
equate to fit a recruit for the 
toughest of all taskmasters — 
the battlefield. 

At Lackland Air Force Base, 
Texas, the “Gateway to the Air 
Force” for most airmen, one of- 
ficer said he had experienced in 
his short tour of duty there some 
six or ‘seven congressional in- 
vestigations and countless inspec- 
tions by Pentagon civilians. Most 
of these were interested in costs 
and few in the production of dis- 
ciplined military fighting men, he 
said. : 

At Parris Island last summer a 
drill instructor was suspended 
from duty after a recruit had 
charged ‘the D.I. broke his jaw. 
Press and radio took up the 
charge.

The recruit finally confessed 
that his jaw had been broken by 
other recruits who had beaten 
him up because he had refused 
to finish a confidence or obstacle 
course.

The attempt to impose uniform 


standards on all services regard- 
less of their differing missions 
and objectives has, for instance, 
handicapped the Marine Corps in 
maintaining its reputation as an 
elite service. Now it is large and 
less selective. 

More flexibility and less outside 
influence, or, at least, restrictions 
of complaints to the Departments 
of Army, Navy and Air Force in 
Washington or to the command- 
ing general of each post would 
undoubtedly aid the often 
harassed training cadres. 


Above all, training would im- 
prove with a clearer understand- 
ing on the part of press and pub- 
lic. that basic military training 
should be keyed to one funda- 
mental purpose — to maintain the 
peace and to win victory in war. 

The training job is not’ sought 
after in any of the services. The 
training cadre “holds the bag” 
and is too often exposed to criti- 
cisms of press and public and to 
interference by all levels of. com- 
mand. 

Yet “making men out of boys” 
should be the greatest task and 
proudest challenge of the Armed 
Forces. For man and his will-to- 
fight is still the ultimate weapon. 
If the Armed Services are to be 
worth their costs the publie and 
the military must key their pole 
icie§ to man.

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IRONY IN PENN STATE’S WIN, 7-0

PHILADELPHIA — Alabama's Bear Bryant, 
who’s been preaching for many years that long 
kicks win football games, lost a big one here Sat- 
urday on a punt that traveled exactly four yards. 


Tt is ironical that even*in dropping the first 
Liberty Bowl “Game to Penn State, Bryant's 
theory gained tremendous strength. 


Here’s what happened: 


The game was scoreless in the second period 
and Alabama, having made two great goal-line 
stands, lined up to punt from its own 18 with 50 
seconds left. 


A good kick would have put the Crimson Tide 
out of danger. But fullback Tommy White punted 
one straight up into a strong wind and the ball 


O’Steen proved this by booming quick kicks 64 
and 61 yards in the first quarter. So this was like 
Sam Snead hitting a skyball off the tee. 


Penn State, in the 40 seconds that remained, 
scored the game’s only touchdown, the payoff 
coming on a fake field goal and screen pass from 
second string quarterback Galen Hall to halfback 
Roger Kochman. 


Despite that kicking break, credit for the 
victory must go to the Nittany Lions’ hard-charg- 
ing line which actually beat Alabama at its own 
game—defense. 


It was this defense which impressed Bryant 
most. The way that line played, he said after it 
was over, “I'd have to rate Penn State as good 
as any of the Southeastern Conference teams we 
played.”

The Lions played the last three quarters with-

He gained 61 yards in nine rushing attempts, 
and became the game's leading ground gainer. 
An amazing feat considering the short time he 
was in there. If he'd kept up the same pace for 
four quarters, he would have made 244 yards. 
He might have run clear out of the state of 
Pennsylvania. 


“It wasn’t their best game, defensive or other- 
wise,” Engle said. “But I don’t remember a day 
when my boys had any more spirit. They played 
like it was life or death.” 


Engle admitted he called the touchdown play

thing new for us,” he said. “We put it in es- 
pecially for this game, figuring we’d have trouble 
running against the Alabama line.”

“He 
hurt his hip badly,” the coach said, ‘“‘and couldn't 
run very well. He begged to play on defense in 
the second half, but I couldn’t see it. I thought 
Hall did a good job substituting.” 


Liberty Bowl sponsors were happy with their 
first production because the 36,211 paid admis- 
sions on a cold, cold day enabled them to meet 
expenses. 


Penn State officials were overjoyed at ending 
their season on a winning note. And even Bryant 
and his Alabama team found some consolation.

Inside the Passing Game 


Underdog Missouri will be ducking football bombs 
in the Orange Bow] that first started falling: when old 
Madison A&M launched an air raid on Auburn’s fresh- 
men 30 years ago. 


Coach Wallace Butts, the Bulldog passing master, paused re- 
cently during preparations for the New Year’s appointment in 
Miami to tell of how he became sold on air travel between the 
eure eng . goal lines. 


“We have always passed a lot, 
beginning in prep school,’’ Butts began. 
“The second year we were coaching at 
Madison (1929), we beat Auburn's 
freshmen with passes. On one touch- 
down drive our boys completed passes 
off nine different patterns. 


“I'll have to admit, though,” 
grinned the Little Round Man, who 
played a heckuva lot of end despite his 
fireplug dimensions, ‘‘I wasn’t much 
of a receiver. I was too short to get 
the ball.”’ 


Maybe so. But Butts has been a 
giant among the men who teach the 
manly art of throwing and catching 
inflated pigskins. 


During his 21 seasons as Geor- 
gia’s head football coach, Butts’ 
teams have led the SEC in passing 
Thirteen Butts-developed receivers 


have paced the conference in their specialty. League records are 
fraught with the passing accomplishments of Buttsmen. 


Halfback Bobby Towns became the latest to join Georgia's 
receiving honor roll, snaring 18 passes for 263 yards and two touch- 
downs as the Bulldogs marched to an SEC championship.

Butts gives the credit for these impressive aerial shennanigans 
to “the players, assistant coaches and hard work.” 


“The main thing is not how long you work, but whether or not 
you have concentration,”’ he explained. ‘“‘We spend 20 minutes a 
day on passing, and we insist that everybody go full speed. We won't 
have it any other way. 


“It takes a little harder to develop a precision passing offense. 
You have to be so particular about every detail. 


“One of the most important things is to have disciplined re- 
ceivers who stay on their routes. When a receiver gets knocked down, 
we tell him to get up and* back on the route.

on under every type game situation,”’ he 
“Our passers know exactly where their receivers will be. 
Knowing they watch the defensive man. We figure every 
defensive man can't be right, and when somebody makes a mistake 
our passer hits the man who is open.”

“Hard work and confidence make a good pass receiver,” 
said. “If a player thinks he can catch the ball, he can. 
that a receiver relax as he tries to take in the ball. 


“We work on relaxation drills regularly. Van (Racehorse) Davis 
mastered relaxation so completely he didn’t drop but one pass in 
two years. 


“We started out with the single wing, and we still do not use 
any decoys. Every fellow going out for a pass realizes that if 
his defensive man makes a mistake, the pass may be coming 
his way. It helps us acquire disciplined pass receivers.” 


Does the single wing or T formation make for a better passing 
game? 


“The single wing has one big advantage,”’ Butts responded. ‘‘The 
passer is back in. position to throw once the ball is snapped. It’s 
better on short passes. But the T formation is a more fluid, flexible 
offensive plan, and long passing is even better off the T. 


“One thing has hurt our passing game and everybody else’s, 
Spring training has been shortened so much it’s a race against time 
in preparing a passing attack.” 

Georgia’s numerous aerial successes can be partially attributed 
to great protection for the passers. 

“We don’t use the pro type blocking,’’ Butts said. ‘“‘We would 


be penalized for holding if we rooster-fought like they do. We 
stress leading with the head and lots of leg drive and balance. 


“The passers also have to help protect themselves by calling | 
draw plays and screen passes when the defense is rushing too hard. 


“Actually, the passers, receivers and blockers are all part of a 


plan. The receivers must have discipline, the passers concentra-, 


tion and the blockers determination. And your running game must 
keep the defense honest,”

“T can’t help it,” he admit- 
ted when I caught him. “They 
give me the Christmas spirit 
in spite of myself.’’ 


The Salvation Army musi- 
cians playing carols on the 
street corners, the sight .of the 
little kettles on their tripods 
and the sound of the tinkling 
bells give a lot of us Christmas 
spirit. 

Isabel McKay, a young Sal- 
vationist who did a turn on the 
street corners of Jacksonville in 
1958, once told about seeing a 
shabby little woman put a dime 
in the kettle every day for four 
mornings. On the fifth morning 
Mrs. McKay greeted her by say- 
ing, ““‘What, you back again?”’ 
The old lady explained it thus: 
“I only have one dollar to give 
and I have to pass the kettle 
every morning. Rather than 
pass” you by, I got ten dimes 


so I can come 10 times.”’ 


Where did 
come from?

I asked a Salvation Army 
friend, Maj. Ivy Waterworth, 
and she gave me the story. One 
of the first occasions when a 
kettle was used to collect money 
for the poor was a stormy night 
shortly before Christmas in 
1894. A ship was driven on the 
rocks on the Pacific coast near 
San Francisco and the survi- 
vors were helped to shelter in a 
nearby Salvation Army building.

“Since California, along with 
the rest of the nation, was in 
the grip of a severe depression 
that year,”’ recounts a War Cry 
writer, “the Salvation Army 
was hard put to care for the 
shipwrecked people. In the 
shelter already were many im- 
poverished seamen and long- 
shoremen. Soon the food sup- 
ply was exhausted and the situ- 
ation began to look desperate. 
Then one of the Salvation Army 
lassies, ladling out the last few 
spoonsful of soup, had an in- 
genious idea. Stepping out 
into the bitter cold, she car- 
ried the soup cauldron itself to 
a busy street corner, set up a 
sign that said, ‘Keep the Ket- 
tle Boiling’ and rang a bell to 
attract attention. Those pass- 
ing by—amused by the little 
sign—began to drop coins into 
the kettle and that night there 
was soup enough for all.”’ 


There are other accounts 
which say the Christmas kettle 
had already been introduced on 
the street of Pittsburgh in 1890. 
But in any case the idea was 
successful and the little Kettles 
became almost a universal sym- 
bol of help for the needy. 


From the ketles on our street 
corners will come toys for chil- 
dren, baskets of groveries for 
families, gifts for prisoners and 
food and shelter for those poor 
oft-forgotten people, drunks and 
ex-convicts, the homeless and 
the despairing. One of the Sal- 
vation Army’s great appeals for 
me is its work with the ones 
everybody else has abandoned—

the rest of us would rather for- 
get. 


Those cheerful young cadets 
out there in the rain and the 
cold, blowing on their fingers 
to thaw them out so they can 
keep on playing Christmas car- 
ols, symbolizes Christmas for 
many of us. For realists who 
know the faults of stumbling, 
erring old humanity, they dis- 
play a curiously touching atti- 
tude toward Christmas.

Death Gives 


By ROBERT D. PRICE 


NEW YORK (®—Now the War Between the States belongs to 
the ages: the last veteran is dead. 


Walter Williams, who died Saturday at Houston, Tex., was the 
last living man of four million who were blue or gray in 1861-65. 
He gave his age as 117 and thus had lived some 94 years since he 
doffed the uniform that was his badge of honor in history. 


Thus passes a brave and hardy breed. There have been, and 
are, in the United States millions of valiant veterans of bigger 
wars. Honored and privileged though they are, it is no slight to 
them to say they have not yet won the very special place that the 
War Between the States vet held in America’s heart. It should be 
worth while to examine the attributes and talents which gained 
his his unique station. 


Most of us remember him, North or South, as a cantankerous 
old codger, set in his ways and mighty proud. We remember the 
stories he told, the faded regimentals he wore in memorial parades 
or at veterans conventions. We recall his fierce pride of achieve- 
ment, his doughty rugged spirit. 


He was part of a unique chapter in our history, part of a great 
war exclusively our own. The Confederates who went home from 
the battles gave us our only knowledge of how an American reacts 
to defeat. It was a war made more real for us because our grand- 
mothers could tell tales to match those of our grandfathers—how 
Sherman’s men raided the family henhouse, how Early’s troops 
burned Chambersburg, how the barn down the lane was used as a 
hospital. 


Chivalry Brightened Drab Scenes 


It was a war in which elements of chivalry still brightened the 
drab scenes of blood and death. Bugles and drums sounded the 
charge, and men went into battle with bright flags waving and 
band music throbbing. There were cavalry conflicts with flashing 
sabres. Generals led their men in person; some of them wore 
plumed hats, and silken sashes and fringed gauntlets. We see these 
things no more in modern armored, atomic, supersonic war. 


The Civil War soldier was an individualist, a quality partic- 
ularly calculated to endear him in American tradition. He knew 
discipline, of course; he was well aware of the array of sins which 
carried penalties of death or dishonorable discharge, or lesser pun- 
ishments like 30 days of hard labor with an 18-pound ball chained 
to his leg, whipping, branding, sentry duty with a brick-loaded 
knapsack, or assignment to the detail of burying dead horses. 


But all of these penalties didn’t deter him from flouting army 
rules if and when he felt like it. One typical story is told of a 
whole section of Confederate trenches found empty at an official 
inspection: the boys were across the way playing cards with their 
northern foemen. Pickets often borrowed enemy spades to dig 
trenches. If a fellow didn’t like his regiment, he’d fall in with an- 
other one. In the South, there were instances of privates refusing 
to take orders from officers who were of lowlier station in civilian 
life. 

This individualism also cropped up in the soldier’s dress. The 
uniforms in which the early militia regiments marched to war were 
probably the weirdest assortment of military costumes ever seen 
outside a museum. There were the baggy scarlet trousers, blue 
bolero jackets and crimson fezzes of the Zouaves, and the butter- 
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nut jeans of the mountain boys. One Northern regiment wore gay- 
ribboned straw hats at Bull Run. There were hats with drooping 
plumes, and coonskin caps and leather shakos. There were tailcoats 
of fine broadcloth, and jackets of homespun, silk sashes and flan- 
nel shirts, polished boots and clumsy brogans. 


Supplementing their uniforms, the raw troops of the early 
months were gullible prey to every suave salesman who came 
down the pike to camp. They bought awesome filter devices, none 
of them practical, for making creek water or roadside puddles 
drinkable. They squeezed into steel vests guaranteed to repel bul- 
lets. They invested in patent leather haversacks that did not sur- 
vive the first heavy dew. They loaded up with overcoats and rain- 
coats, extra shirts, gloves knitted by Aunt Hattie, cooking gear, 


blankets and rubber boots. 


Be it said in all justice to the adaptability of these men, little 
of this baggage survived three months in the field. Most of it was 
tossed into a ditch along the route of the first day’s march. The 
veterans learned quickly to strip to the essentials, all wrapped in a 
slender blanket roll, just as they learned that a tree or a hole in 
the ground is handy protection when bullets whine ‘round.

Blue-Gray War to ihe Ages

The War Between the States soldier was a singing soldier. “I 
don’t believe we can have an army without music,” Robert E. Lee 
once said. So the soldiers sang, in camp, on the march, in regi- 
mental glee clubs, in impromptu quartets, and individually. They 
sang “‘Home Sweet Home” and “Annie Laurie,” “Just Before the 
Battle, Mother,’’ and “Hell Broke Loose in Georgia.” But they had 
to be careful about giving tongue to “When This Cruel War Is 
Over’’—army provosts thought it showed sentiments inimical to 
the best morale. 


Camp life off duty again reflected individualistic tastes. The 
soldiers played tenpins with cannon balls, they wrestled and raced, 
put on stage shows, fought ferocious snowball battles. They gam- 
bled—poker, faro and euchre, and they bet on louse races and 
louse fights. They wrote letters—out-going mail topped 1,000 let- 
ters weekly from some regiments. They went to revival meetings; 
the North experienced nothing like the wave of religious fervor 
which swept the Southern armies in 1863, but Union soldiers did 
not lack outlets for their devotions. 


Perhaps this feverish distaste for idleness stemmed from the 
fact that the armies in blue and gray were young armies. The 
North enlisted more than 10,000 youngsters under 18, more than 
1,200 under 15. The South had 13-year-old cadets as drillmasters. 
There were some hardy specimens over 50 in the ranks, but gen- 
erally this war proved that men over 40 cannot stand the gaff of 
army life. 


The Recruiter Became the Leader 


Even the manner of the Civil War recruit’s entry into the 
army was unorthodox in the modern eyes. Anyone could start 
rounding up recruits; if he rounded up enough for a company, he 
automatically became commander; if he was wealthy enough, he 
also was expected to equip his men. Many regiments and com- 
panies elected their own officers. There were enlistment bounties, 
rising to as high as $1,000 in 1864. Prior to 1862, a recruit’s own 
word was the only proof asked of his physical fitness. The Northern 
draft law permitted- aman to~hire a substitute, if he could find 
one; the Southern act exempted owners of 15 or more slaves. 


Don’t get the idea from any or all of this that the wearer of 
blue or gray lacked the primary requisite of a soldier. He was a 
fighting man, first and last. There were plenty of desertions— 
nearly 400,000 on both sides—but there also were casualty lists 
which compare in blodliness with any produced by modern con- 
flict. Consider: the Souh lest 260,000 dead out of the 984,000 men 
between 18 and 45 who vere counted in the 1860 census. There were 
battles in which one of every three men engaged, was killed or 
wounded. Longstreet’s c@ps lost 44 per cent of its strength in two 
hours fighting at Chickamauga, and one of the Union brigades op- 
posing him saw 49 per cept of its men put out of action. More than 
7,000 northern men fell it 15 minutes at Cold Harbor. Lee’s army 
of northern Virginia lost @ third of all its general officers above 
the rank of colonel at Getysburg.
